SAYS ‘OBEY THE LAW 


Does Not Mention Oil Hearing, 
but Criticizes Smugglers and 
Prohibition Violators. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—John D. 


Rockefeller Jr., back from Wash- 
ington where he testified in the 
Senate’s Teapot Dome investiga- 
tion, warned of “sharp” business 
practices in a talk over the radio. 
He did. not mention the oil in- 


quiry. 
Rockeféller, whose talk was 


broadcast by station WJZ last night 
listed integrity, obedience to law, 
clean living and loyalty as the four 
fundamental qualities underlying 


character. 

“Is there any ene of them that 
can be omitted or ignored with- 
out hazarding continuing business 
success?” he asked. “It is true that 
money is often made by trickery 
and sharp practice but successful 
business is not established qn a 
foundation so shifting. 

“Regretfully must we admit,’”” he 
said, “that instances are not lack- 
ing of corporations and individuals 
who set themselves up as superior 
to law. But when condemned as 
they are sure to be ir the court of 
public opinion, even the most 
worldly-minded is bound to ask 
himself, ‘does it pay?’ and to ad- 
mit that no business can be per- 
manently successful which is not 
law abiding.” 

Cites Liquor Violations. 

He touched on violation of the 
customs laws by the rich and dis- 
regard of the eighteenth amend- 
ment by those who felt it an in- 
fringement of their personal lib- 
erty. 

After declaring that the woman 
who defies the customs law to 
smuggle and a footpad were on 
the same plane with the violator 
of the prohibition law, Rockefeller 
continued: 

“And again the same disregard 
for law sometimes shows itself in 
connection with the operation of 
business. Here as in any of the 
other instances of regretably com- 
mon lawlessness, one has respect 
for the man who seeks by every 
legitimate means, to bring about 
the repeal of the law which he 

“But law is law, whether it af- 
the public interests. 
honestly thinks to be contrary to 
fects personal liberty, social well- 
being or business; so long as it 
remains the law of the land it 
should be obeyed by individuals 
and by corporations, The alterna- 
tive is anarchy.” 

Insidious Influence. 

Reiterating the statement he 
made before the Senate commit- 
tee that “no man can serve two 
masters,’’ Rockefeller declared 
that another cardinal quality of 
business was singleness of purpose 
or loyalty. 

“So obvious is this fact that it 
has been embodied in law, which 
forbids the receiving of a commis- 
sion from both buyer and seller. 
Often, however, in so insidious a 
way is influence brought to bear 
to break down one’s singleness of 
purpose that the approach is not 
easy to recognize. 

“It is true that money is often 
made by trickery and sharp prac- 
tice, but successful business is not 
established on a foundation s0 
shifting.”’

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JURY-SHADOWING 
TESTIMONY BARRED 


U. S. Upheld in Objecting to 
Attempt of Sinclair Counsel 
to Show Federal Custom. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.-—-The 


Government won a victory today 


when Justice Frederick L. Siddons, 
in the District of Columbia 5Su- 
preme Court, upheld its objection 
to testimony intended to show that 
United States authorities had 
shadowed trial juries for which 
offense Harry F. Sinclair, William 
J. Burns and three associates are 
being tried for criminal contempt 
of court. 

Sinclair hired Burns detectives 
to shadow the Fall-Sinclair oil 
conspiracy jury. 

Defense counsel pleaded the tes- 
timony would show Sinclair, in 
employing the detectives, had act- 
ed in good faith in following a 
Government custom. They also 
argued they had the “right to show 
by evidence what usage and cus- 
tom was,” 

The Government contended that 
what it did regarding jury shadow- 
ing had nothing to do with the 
contempt Case. 

In ruling, Justice Siddons_ re- 
emphasized his decision of last 
week that jury shadowing was un- 
lawful. 

The ruling barred from the wit- 
ness stand 18 witnesses the defense 
had called to prove jury shadow- 
ing was a custom followed by the 
Government. Each of the defense 
counsel noted exceptions, getting 
into the record what they had ex- 
pected to show by their witness, 
John R. Kissell, a former Depart- 
ment of Justice agent. 


HIGKMAN PLANS TO TESTIFY 
AGAINST FORMER PARTNER 


Youth Will Turn State’s Evidence 
at Trial With Welby Hunt 
for Murder.

LOS ANGELES, Cal. Feb. 
William Edward Hickman, convict- 
ed kidnaper and slayer of Marian 


Parker, today definitely announced 
his intention of turning State’s evi- 
dence against his young partner, 
Welby Hunt, when the pair appear

Carlos Hardy to answé4r to the 
charge of murdering C. Ivy Thoms, 
a druggist, Christmas eve, 1926. 
“He had a lot of fun testifying 
against me.

Hunt tes- 
tified that Hickman, in his opinion, 
was sane.

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SCHOOL PUPILS 
TO GREET COL. LINDBERGH 


Aviator Will Fly “Spirit of St. Louis” Along 
Water Front Tomorrow Afternoon—Bombs 
to Announce Any Change in Plan 


Flying through lowering clouds 
and continued rains with tail winds 
to help him on his way, Col. Lind- 


bergh is scheduled to arrive in St. 
Louis this afternoon on his non- 
stop flight from Havana—the first 
anniversary, incidentally, of his 
farewell flight. on the St. Louis- 

icago air mail route. 

* Lindbergh left Havana at 1:55 a 
m. St. Louis time. Should he get 
off his course in the thick weather 
through which he is flying, howev- 
er, it is quite possible he might ar- 
rive after dark. He has enotgh 
gasoline to remain aloft until after 
midnight. 

The following analysis of weath- 
er conditions on the flyer’s route 
to St. Louis was issued today by 
Montrose W. Hayes, Government 
forecaster: 

“Over the Gulf of Mexico Lind- 
bergh will have .cloudy weather 
with fresh southwest winds. When 
he reaches the gulf coast he will 
encounter occasional rains with 
fresh south to southwest winds. As 
he nears Western Tennessee. the 
clouds will become thicker and 
there will be rain from then on un- 
til he reaches St. Louis. The winds 
over the last lap of his course, 
from ‘Tennessee will be fresh 
southeast to east.” 

Beacons Ready for Night Landing. 

In the event that he does not 
reach St. Louis until dark, he will 
find the field illuminated by equip- 
ment donated by the Crouse-Hinds 
Co. for the occasion. Maj C. R. 
Wassall and other flyers of the 


}110th Observation Squadron tested 


the lights after dark last night and 
found they could guide their 
planes to the field and land with- 
out difficulty. The beacon atop 
the Telephone Building and the 
Scott Field equipment will also 
be turned on to guide Lindbergh 
to his destination. 

Should there be an unmanage- 
able crowd at the flying field ‘to 
block the landing stage, or should 
the field be too muddy for a safe 
landing, a red rocket will” warn 
Lindbergh to land at Scott Field. 
Other flyers at the field have been 
landing daily despite the muddy 
condition of the runways, how- 
ever, and it is unlikely that a large 
crowd will be on hand for Lind- 
bergh’s arrival. 

At the field he will be greeted 
informally by a municipal recep- 
tion committee appointed by Act- 
ing Mayor Neun. His plane willbe 
placed in the hangar of the Thir- 
ty-fifth Division Air Corps, and the 
flyer himself will be conducted to 
the home of Harry H. Knight at 
Warson and Litzinger roads, to 
spend the night. 

100,000 Pupils to Greet Him. 

Tomorrow afternoon Lindbergh 
is to be greeted formally by the 
school children of St. Louis, who 
will gather at the river front to 
wave him. a greeting as he sails 
overhead. 

In the event inclement weather 
prevents the reception, bombs will 
be fired at all the Fire Department 
nouses, If the bombs have not been 
fired before 10:30 a. m. however, 
the reception’ will proceed as 
planned about 2:30 o’clock.

After the 
ceremony at the river front Lind- 
bergh plans to circle the city, pass- 
ing over every section, as well as 
flying over East St. Louis and the 
St. Louis suburbs, 

To Give Away “Spirit of St. Louis.” 

On Wednesday'he is to be the 

guest at a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon. After that his 
time will be his own until next 
Monday, when he will carry a load 
c2 mail over his old route to Chi- 
cago, He will return fromi Chicago 
with another load on the following 
day. Later in the next week he 
is expected to leave St. Louis for 
Washington, where he will probably 
turn over the “Spirit of St. Louis” 
to the Smithsonian Institution. 
During his stay here the presi- 
dency of the new Air Board will be 
offered to him. The nominating 
committee of the organization 
around which the projected plan 
for comprehensive air development 
of St. Louis will center, met last 
week and voted to offer him the 
presidency before considering any 
other candidate. 
As arguments for his acceptance, 
representatives of the board will 
point out to the flyer that St. Louis 
is already well on the way to a 
place in the race for aviation su- 
premacy, with two factories al- 
ready promised for this spring at 
the municipal atrport.

Treatment of drug addicts at City 
Hospital is hampered by restricted 
facilities, there being accommoda- 
tions for only six patients at a 
time. In the beginning all addicts 
were invited to take the “cure,” but 
it wis found that some had not the 
will to endure the first few days 
of craving that follows withdrawal! 
of narcotics and would leave. A 
j an then was adopted requiring 
those who applied to go first to 
Police Court and on a plea of vag- 
rancy be sentenced to 71 days con- 
finement. This enabled the hospi- 
tal officials to hold the patients as 
prisoners, and all who entered un- 
der this condition in the last six 
months reported they had ceased 
using narcotics. 

Many have written grateful let- 
t s to Director Salisbury. One 
such letter came from a St. Louis 
physician past 60 years of age and 
ethically reputable. He had been 
a confirmed drug addict for years 
and says that Narcosan adminis- 
tered in City Hospital has cured 
him of the habit. 

The addicts have told Director 
Salisbury it costs them an average 
of $7 a day to obtain drugs from 
peddlers. The drugs destroy their 
capacity for work, and many of 
them turn to petty theft for means 
to satiate their craving. Impris- 
onment nearly always follows.

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LACLEDE GAS LIGHT 
EARNINGS 6 8 PCT. 


Service Board Announces Re- 
sult of Audit—Increase in 
Rates Sought. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.— 
An audit of earnings of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis, 
under its present rates, for 1926 
and the first eight months of 1927, 
was made public today by the 
State Public Service Commission. 
It shows that the gas company in 
1926 earned 6.8 per cent on the 
commission’s valuation of its gas 
department, which was $48,064,920. 
For 1927, up to Aug. 31, the per- 
centage of earning was 6.3, the 
valuation being $47,319,752. The 
audit was made 
sion’s accountants. 

The commission has held that 
the gas company was entitled to a 
return of 7 to 8 per cent on its val- 


vation. The gas companby’s appli- 
cation for a revision of its rates, 
and reduction of the heat-unit re- 
quirements in its product, is pend- 
ing before the commission, and 
hearings will be announced within 
a short time. 

The proposed revision of rates 
would mean a reduction of rates 
to large consumers, and an in- 
crease in rates for the greater part 
of the smal! consumers, including 
most householders. The reduction 
in British thermal] units, from 600 
to 570, would tend to reduce the 
heat efficiency of the gas, and to 
increase the cost to consumers, 
the Commission holds. 


Charlies A. Munroe, who disposed 
of his interest in the Laclede last 
May, making a profit estimated at 
more than $4,000,000, received 
$42,500 a year as chairman of the 
company’s board of directors in 
1926, and was paid at the same 
rate for the first half of 1927, the 
audit shows. The accountangs’ re- 
port that no salary is shown thus 
far for Munroe’s successor as chair- 
man, Farley L. Clarke.

For 1926 the audit shows the 
operating revenues of the gas de- 
partment totaled $7,311,702.56, of 
which $7,291,117.79 was from gas 
sales and the remainder, $20,- 
544.77, was from other miscella- 
neous operating sources, Operat- 
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jing expenses were $3,822,815.75, 


and depreciation was $259,062.59, 
leaving $3,229,824.22 available for 
return, 

The accountants suggested that 
in considering future rates, the 
commission take into consideration 
the fact that expenses for radio 
broadcasting, $15,300 in 1926 and 
$5000 in 1927, had been discon- 
tinued, and that the $42,500 salary 
of the chairman of the Board of 
Directors had been discontinued, 
further reducing expenses.

HE mountain has labored and brought 
forth the new Franco-American arbitra- 
tion treaty. We congratulate Mr. Coolidge 


on his achievement. If he has not advanced 
the cause of world peace one hair's breadth 
beyond the standards of 1914 he has prob- 
ably not sacrificed any of the program 
made by Mr. Root in 1908 and Mr. Bryan in 
1914. This treaty is probably as good as 
anything we had before the war. If treaties 
of this kind can now be negotiated with all 
the ether great Powers we shall Rave done 
as much to prevent war as wé€ had done 
when the last war broke out. 
oe . ov 

This is, we admit, an optimistic view of 
the new treaty, for it is at least arguabie 
that this treaty provides a weaker machin- 
ery for maintaining peace than existed in 
1914. We prefer, however, to take ah op- 
timistic view and to believe that Mr. Cooil- 
idge had remained true to the best that was 
known and practiced in 1914. Our reason 
for thinking that this treaty is as good as 
the Bryan treaties is that Article I reaf- 
firms the Bryan treaty. It is agreed that 
“when ordinary diplomatic proceedings have 
failed” and when “adjudication by a compe- 
tent tribunal’ its not resorted to, the two 
governments shall submit the dispute for 
investigation and report. This principle in 
the Bryan treaties is probably the most con- 
structive contribution to peace made in our 
time. It is the central principle of the 
League of Nations. It is the simplest and 
most realistic device ever invented, and it is 
reassuring to know that the Coolidge ad- 
ministration appreciates its value.

Article IT of the new treaty affirms the 
principle of the Root-Jusserand treaty of 
1908. It would be misleading to say that it 
calls for arbitration of any dispute. Although 
words like arbitration are used there is no 
agreement to arbitrate anything. Article II 
merely says that if a justiciable dispute ap- 
pears the two governments will attempt to 
negotiate a new treaty to arbitrate the dis- 
pute. They do not promise to arbitrate the 
dispute. They do not promiae to make a treaty 
promising to arbitrate the dispute. They 
merely announce that when the dispute 
arises they will decide whether they ean 
agree to have it arbitrated. In other words, 
this is not an arbitration treaty at all.

GIVE WOMEN A CHANCE. 

NEW YORK girl, Miss Louise 
A Luckenbill, has just declined 

the vice presidency of a large 
advertising agency, because she 
thinks her acceptance would cause 
her firm to lose business—owing 
to the prejudice felt by business 
men against dealing with women 
in important positions. 

“I’m not trying to be noble,” 
Miss Luckenbill explained engag- 
ingly. “but it’s to my advantage 
to have the company for which I 


am working be successful. Too 
many mossbacks, whose opinions 


' of women’s ability in business be- 


long to the stone age, head our 
big corporations. There are still 
many business men so prejudiced 
against young women that they 
would throw up their hands in 
horror at the idea of a woman 
being the first vice president of an 
agency which served them. So I 
turned it down.” 

The president of Miss Lucken- 
bill’s agency has accepted her de- 
cision with regret, but she will 
continue to handle her nine im- 
portant accounts, to hold her post 
as secretary, and, the president 
adds, “she will not suffer finan- 
cially.” He thus demonstrates that 
some business men can be just and 
broad-minded in their attitude to- 
ward business women. Meanwhile, 
Miss Luckenbill demonstrates her 
ability as anadvertising woman by 
the publicity she has given to the 
handicap from which the self-sup- 
porting woman still suffers—the 
notion that “a woman can't handle 
a big job.” Surely there is no more 
unfair, because indiscriminating 
assum ption. f

thing but subordinates in busi- 

ness. Also many men. But 
the field for promotion ought to 
be an open field. The business 
mind, on the question of giving 
women important posts and deal- 
ing with them in such posts, ought 
to be an open mind. 80 much is 
due not only to the brains of 
women, bét to the long years of 
faithful service which they have 
spent in the business world.

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NEW WAYS TO 
USE TAPIOCA

fox women are wise—some 


are otherwise in theim use of 

quick cooking tapioca. Women 
who are “otherwise” use tapioca 
in one or two desserts and nothing 
else. But those who are “wise” 
know the value of tapioca as a 
precision ingredient because it is 
the ingredient that gives to many 
dishes an ideal appearance, flavor, 
or texture that is otherwise diffi- 
cult to attain. Granulated tapioca 
removes the bugaboo of soaked un- 
dercrust in berry pies, and makes 
possible light souffles and ome- 
lettes that do not fall immediately, 
and yet have the inimitable tex- 
ture that reflects the skill of the 
accomplished cook. It can be 
used to make delicious moist fill- 
ings for sandwiches that can be 
made up several hours ahead and 
yet not soak into the bread. It is 
also uscful in extending meat in 
loaves and troquettes without veil- 
ing the meat flavor or changing 


‘the desirable moist consistency. 


Some of this newly discovere3 
usefulness is shown in the recipes 
given below: 

In a andwich filling that doesn’t 
soak—-1 pint hot tomato pulp, 2 
pounds granulated tapioca, % 
pound cheese grated; ™% pound 
dried beef, % teaspoon pepper, 4% 
teaspoon mustard, and 1 table- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce. Add 
tapioca to hot tomato pulp and 
cook in double boiler 15 minutes 
or until tapioca is clear. Add 
cheese gradually and stir until it 
is melted. Remove from fire, add 
dried beef and seasonings, and al- 
low to cool. 

In a souffle that doesn’t fall— 
1 cup milk, scalded; 3 tablespoons 
granulated tapioca, 1 cup grated 
cheese, 3 egg yolks, beaten light: 
3 egg whites, beaten light with 1 
teaspoon salt. 


Cook the tapioca with milk in 
double boiler 15 minutes, or until 
clear, stirring frequently. Add 
cheese and stir until melted. Cool. 
Add egg yolks, mix well, Fold in 
egg whites. Bake in greased cas- 
serole in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 40 minutes, or 30 min- 
utes for ramekin dishes. Souffle is 
done when it shrinks a trifle and is 
brown. Chicken, salmon, ham, 
peas, lima beans or finely ground 
nuts may be used instead of the 
cheese, to vary this delightful dish. 


In a pie that doesn’t boil over— 
4 to 6 apples, pared, cored and 
sliced % cup sugar, 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon, 1 tablespoon butter. 


Place apples in nine-inch pan 
lined with pastry. Sprinkle over 
them sugar, cinnamon and tapioca 
and dot with butter. Cover with 
top crust. Bake 45 minutes in a 
hot oven (450 degrees F.). Serve 
hot or cold. The juice stays in 
the slice.

Defects That | 
Hinder Study

HEN tne,school term was 
W avou: to open last fall, did 

you have your children ex- 
amined before sending them to 
their classrooms? If not, it is not 
too late to determine scientifically 
whether they are in condition to 
meet, without injury, the demands 
of their studies. 

As long ago as 1850 a Sanitary 
Commission of Massachusetts lai-i 
down as one of the fundamental 
laws of health that individuals 
should “make frequent sanitary 
exaniinations of themselves and 
endeavor to promote personal 
health and prevent personal dis- 
ease.” It was especially advised 
that the parents do the same for 
their children, so ag to lay the best 
vossible foundation for health in 
after life. 

Now, we are told by Reeves 
‘Nation's Health) the tendency of 
modern civilized life is away from 
health and in the direction of 
failure and disease. Our times 
change, he assures us, more rap- 
idjy than we can change to keep 
pace with them. Morcover, our 
struggie for existence is shifted on 
io a different plane. We have to 
do the struggling with our nervés, 
while our bodies are spoon-fed with 
vitamin-deficient foods and onr 
brains are dulled with hectic mod- 
ern pastimes. 

It must be conceded that it ig 
very difficult for an adult to effect 
much change in his habits, once 
he has passed a certain age. With 
a child, however, it is different. 
A child’s habits are still in a state 
of flux, and can be molded to any 
shape in reason, and many im- 
portant steps can be taken to safe- 
guard its health before it reaches 
even the age of 3. 

The number of diseases that can 
lay hold on a child in the first 
three years is a terribly large one. 
Diphtheria, measies, “whooping- 
cough and scarlet fever are most 
prevalent at this age and do the 
most damage. Tonsil disease and 
adenoids, which occur most fre- 
quently at this time, lay the 
foundation for much disability 
later. Fault in the milk-teeth 
leave an infected and unwholesome 
soil for the permanent set. Poor 
vision, if not corrected at an early 
age, may lead to a serious impair- 
ment of the sight or to nervous dis- 
ease or postural .defect. Faulty 
diet, faulty hygiene and faulty 
mental training are also easily cor- 
rected in the first few years but 
almost ineradicable afterwards.
